"A driver's natural reaction 
ii to apply the brakes in the 
case of a blowout, but forceful 
braking can irnd your car in­ 
to a dangerous skid or possibly

rollover."
The safest procedure is to 

let the car slow down before 
you brake, keeping the steer­ 
ing wheel in   firm grip and 
the car on a straight, even 
course.

When the vehicle slows to 
the point where you have ab­ 
solute control, apply the brakes 
smoothly with moderate pres­ 
sure, Cnttcnden said.
